Mr.  Chairma.n,  Lacfies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  I96I. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  area  do  not  differ  greatly  from 
those  for  England  and  V/ales  and  do  not  call  for  any  special  comment 
Infectious  diseases  showed  nothing  of  importance  except  the 
biennial  measles  epi.demlc.  Tuberculosis  continues  a steady  decline 
Problems  connected  v/ith  environm.ental  hvgiene  rem.ain  the 
Council's  ma.ior  concern.  Once  again  it  is  not  possible  to  report 
much  progress  in  this  work.  The  proposed  water  supply  scheme  to 
serve  the  upper  dale  .is  still  held  up  pending  implementation  of  the 
Northallerton  and  Dales  Water  Board  Order,  Supplies  have  been 
adequate  during  the  past  year,  but  the  quality  has  been  vary 
variable , 

The  position  regarding  sewage  disposal  remains  virtually 
unaltered  although  at  the  time  of  lArriting  schem.es  have  been 
prepared,  but  progress  in  building  appears  to  be  very  slow,  in 
spite  of  all  efforts  of  the  Council, 

Finally  I should  ]. ike  to  express  my  appreciatio.n  to  the  Members 
and.  Officia,ls  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during 
the  year.

Although  it  is  pleasing  to  see  that  a consic'crahle  number  of 
children  have  received  a booster  dose  against  diphtheria,  before 
starting  school , it  is  distressing  to  find  that  a number  of 
parents  will  not  a3R.ow  their  children  to  be  immunised  at  this  age. 
Most  of  these  children  were  never  protected  aga.inst  diphtheria  in 
infancy.  Several  outbreaks  of  diphtheria  have  recently  been 
reported  from,  different  parts  of  the  country.  Parents  shoifl.d 
remember  that  although  poliomyelitis  has  stolen  the  limelight  in 
rece.nt  years,  diphtheria  can  recur  at  any  tim.e  with  a3-l  the 
dangers  and  complications  that  were  commonplace  twenty  years  ago. 
Small -POX  Vaccination 

66%  of  the  children  born  in  the  Wensleydale  Local  Health  Area 
during  the  year  were  notified  as  having  been  vaccinated  against 
small-pox  (^1-7^  in  ].960) , 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

A large  proportion  of  your  Medical  Officer’s  time  during  the 
yoar  was  spent  on  poliomyelitis  vaccination.  By  the  end  of  the 
year  7986  children  aged  under  1%  vea.rs  in  the  Wensle^i^dale  LoCrsl 
Health  Area  (of  which  the  Aysgarth  Rural  District  is  part)  had 
been  vaccinated  with  two  injections.  This  figure  represents  some 
89^  of  all  the  children  under  17  years  of  age  compared  with  92% 
in  i960. 

In  addition  some  3663  older  persons  had  also  received  two 
injections  and  10,302  children  and  adults  had  received  a third, 
injection.

slaughterhouses.  Notification  of  slaughter  has  been  observed 
as  before  and  100^  inspection  achieved.

Ho  schemes  for  sewerage  or  sewage  disposal  were  started  during 
the  year  and  it  is  surprising  how  these  schemes  seem  to  drag  on  - 
even  after  the  Council  have  shown  themselves  willing  to  get  on  with 
the  job. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disnosal 

A fortnightly  collection  of  refuse  is  made  in  the  greater  part 
of  the  area,  whilst  most  of  the  remainder  is  visited  monthly,  A 
few  remote  dwellings  have  no  collection  at  all. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  tipping  and  the  absence  of  adequate 
covering  material  - together  with  unauthorised  use  of  the  tips 
makes  them  most  unsightly. 

The  new  refuse  collection  vehicle  continued  to  give  good, 
service  with  no  time  off  the  road. 
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HOUSING 

The,. Housing  Rent  _ Section.  1 ..(_Housln_^..  Fxomsal^^ 

The  Council  unCe-rtook  to  deal  with  ^8  unfit  houses  in  the 
five  years  following  the  submission  of  the  report  called  for  in 
the  above  Act.  31  of  this  nuiiiber  were  in  groups  of  two  or  more 
and  were  likely  to  be  dealt  with  as  clearance  areas.  The  Council 
have  dealt  with  it  of  these  houses  only,  those  which  remain  are 
8 in  the  Becks  tones.  Gabble  5 3 iu  the  Holme,  Hawes;  5 iu  The 
Kewkin,  Bainbridge  and  3 in  The  Dyers  Garth,  Hawes. 

A further  ih  individual  unfit  houses  were  made  fit  by  the 
owners  without  the  need  for  formal  action.  Grants  were  made  in 
the  case  of  11  of  these  houses.  The  number  of  these  houses  dealt 
vrith  since  the  submission  of  the  report  is  now  38. 

The  County  Council  have  completed  the  road  improvement  scheme 
made  possible  by  the  small  Clearance  Area  in  Aysgarth.  The  result 
is  a much  more  attractive  village  safer  to  pedestrians  and 
motorists  alike.

The  Council  offered  5 Discretionary  Grants  amounting  to  £1235 
during  the  year  and  11  Standard  Grants  to  a total  maximum  of  £1315?
